in this firft recepticle it lies like a

But as fat is known to enter the bile; 
this fluid muft be affected early ; and

3 the bile is always found tenacious and 


black in this difeafe, it is probable, in 
the higheft degree, that the bile is thus 
changed by the canine venom which is 
conveyed to the liver, where that juice 
is formed, by the vexa portarum, to- 
gether with the fat that enters inie its 
compofition. ;

The canine, madnefs, in the firft and 
fecond ftages, Dr Fames has often cured 
by. mercurial preparations ; and_has 
yelated the cafes with great precifion 
and perfpicuity: tho’ others have, in 
this. cafe, ufed mercurial ointments, 
which he alfo has adopted, yet he was 
the firft that adminiftered mercury in- 
ternally.

He explodes the ridiculous praétice B epually with brutes, though jt is im- 


called worming of dogs; there being 
no fuch thing as a worm under a pup- 
py’s tongue, but a flender filament, 
which folly and ignorance only could 
mittake for a worm: this operation, 
therefore, can have no effect but giv- 
ing unneceflary pain to a harmiefs and 
innocent creature. 

The method of ctire recommended 
by the Doétor is as follows : 

** Rub into the part where the wound 
was received, a dram or more of any 
mercurial ointment, as foon as pofflible 
after the bite. That made by rubbing 
in a mortar two parts of hog’s lard 
with one of crude quickfilver will do ; 
but equal parts of hog’s lard afid crude 
quickiilver will be better, though it re- 
quires more trouble to unite them ; for 
great care fhould be taken to incorpo- 


poffible to {pecifie the exact dofes for 
them, as fome. are large, .and others 
{mall, and confequently. require jar 

or {maller dofes. In general for a dog 
of a moderate fize, fix or feven grains 


’ of the turpeth mineral are fufficient.

Some Account of Cariforook Caftle in the 
Ifle of Wight 5 commtuticated to us by 
a ‘Correfpondent, with a North Eajf 
View of that antient Stru@ure; which, 
" as we do not remember to hawe feen it 
reprefented before, will therefore be an 
agreeable Prefent to thé Public. 
HIS Caftle fttands on a beautiful 
and exalted eminence, near the 
center of the I/le of Wight, overlooking 
the village of Cari/brook. It was a ftrong 
fortrefs before the ufe of fire-arms: 
its antiquity is not known; but it is 
thought to have been built in the time 
of the anciént Britons, and repaired by 
the Romans after they had fubdued this 
ifland in an expedition under the con- 
duct of Ve/pafian. about 45 years before’ 
the Chriftian Ea. Wb:tagar, ‘a fol- 
lower of Cerdie, K. of the Weft Saxons, 
rebuilt this caftle, from whom it then 
took the name of Whitgaraburgh, which 
was'afterwards contracted to Cari/brook. 
It was repaired by Richard de Rivers, 
Earl of Devon, in the reign of Henry I. 
and afterwards by Queen Elixadeth. 
King Charles 1. was a prifoner in it 13 
months. Thefe is a well belonging to 
it upwards of 210 feet deep, that fup- 
plies it with excellent water, drawn up:

It is well known 
to many of my learned & i ious friends 
that T have been iong yed upon the 
fame {ubjeét, and that I have. colleG@ed 
many remains of Phenician antiquity, of 
which I was about to make. the fame ufe 
when Mr Sqinton’s work. appeared. ; no- 
thing therefore remains for me, bur the 
plealure of doing juitice to his labours, and 
perhaps the right of propofing fome diffi- 
culties as to a few particulars of his ex- 
planation. Mr. Scvinton has brought to- 

. gether in one plate 29 Phexician coins, on 
all which, Pbenician numerical characters 
are impreffed ; thefe characters are prece- 
ded by.a jcbin, which is.the initial of the 
Pbhenician word that fignifies year : the fchin 
is followed by another letter, which Mr 
Swinton:takes fora tfade, the initial of the 
name of Sidon, fo that the two letters ac- 
cording to him fignify “‘ the year of Sidon,”’ 
and all the coins on which they are found 
fhould be referred to that city. 

But the letter which Mr Sevinton takes 
for a tfade, is undoubtedly a thaw, and 
thould be joined to the /chin that precedes~ 
it, inorder to form the Pbenician word for 
year; this word is nearly the fame with 
that now ufed by the Syrians and Samaritans 
to fignify the fame thing, and, as_ the 
Grammarians obferve, that of Beuath Filia,

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Before the time of Alexander, money was 
ftruck in Pbenicia of the coin of the kings 
of Perfia, with Epochs, according to ll 
appearance relative to their reign. Such is 
that which I have exhibited Fig. 8. Ic ig 
in the king's cabinet, and reprefents on one 
Gide Perfius with a bow in his hand, ma- 
king his way thro” the waves upon a fea- 
horfe, and, on the other fide an owl, with 
akind of * Lituus and a flail, fymbols whith 
are often found upon Egyptian antiquities ; 
in the field is an ain, followed by a charaéter 
which I take to bea capb, intended, per- 
haps, to exprefs the name of the city Ac-

Dates of the fame kind are found upon 
filver coins ftruck in Phenicia, which re- 

fent a gally with many oars, and one 
of thofe deities with which the Phenicians 
ufed to adorn the poops of their veffe's ; on 
the reverfe are three Perfian figures, two 
are inacar, and the third follows on foot; 
the head of the principal figure, which 
feems to reprefent a king of Perfia, is a-

The following is the Pruffjan Account of the

N the 27th of Ofober, the right wing 
of the king‘s army paffed the Eve at 
Roflau, where it was joined by the troops 
under Gen, Hulfen and the Prince of Wir- 
temberg, On the 28th it proceeded to Kem- 
berg, where it rejoined the left, which had 
ctoffed the Eibe'at Bieffirn, M. Daun and 
Count Lafci had alfo paffed the Elbe at Tor- 
geu, and advanced to Eulenbourz, probably 
‘with a defign to join the army ofthe em- 
ire, which had taken poft under Leipfc; 
tM, Daun returning afterwards to his 
old. camp near Torgav, we directed our 
march to Eulendbeurg, Qur army encamped 
on the right of the Mu/da, the referve un- 
der Gen, Huljen, extending to Taucha. The 
army of the empire decamped in a fog, 
which prevented our availing ourfelves of 
their rétreat ; however, 400 pandours fell 
into our-+hands, Gen. Huifen took poffef- 
fion of Leipfic, and rejoined the army at 
Datwitz. - vee 
On the ad of November we encamped at 
Lang-Reicbenbach, between Scbilda and Tor- 
gw. Our hoffars attacked Gen. Brentano, 
“who was on his march with about 1000

horfe, and made 400 prifoners. We léarnt 
at Reichenbach, that the right wing of the 
Auftrians was at Grofwich, and their Ieft at 
Torgau, The king refolving to attack them 
next day, propofed to march through the 

A wood of Torgau by three different roads, 
with 30 battalions and 50 {quadroné of his 
left wing. The firft line was to advance 
by the way of Makrene to Nisden, the fecond 
by Peckbuite to El{nick, and the thigd, which 
confifted wholly of cavalry, by the wood 
of Wyldenbayn to Vogeljang. 

B On the other hand, Gen. Zietben, with 
30 battalions and 70 fquadrons of the 


right, was to take the great Leipfic road, , 


and coming out of it at the ponds of Toy. 
£2, to dire&t his attacks againft the villa- 
ges of Sulpitz and Grofcbutz, 

This plan was executed in the follow- 
ing manner: The king’s line, while on 
their march, fell upon the corps under Gen, 

C Reid, confitting of two regiments of dra- 
goons, and three battallions of pandours, 
who retired at our approach into the wood 
of Torgau, But we found in the woed 
near Wildenbayn another more confiderable 
corps of the enemy, who after firing fome 
volleys of cannon on our vanguard, imme- 
diately retired to Grofebutz, . 

D our vanguard was on the point of at- 
tacking them, when we learnt that S¢ Jg- 
non’s dragoons were in the wood en opr 
left between our two columns of foot, Be- 
ing immediately attacked by our huffars,

At two in the afternoon, the king got 
through the wood to the little plain of Nei- 
den.

of cannop and fmali arms, which made us 
judge that Gen, Ziethen was already enga- 
ged with the enemy.

On our approach M, Daun made a front, 
and received us with a britk fire of 209 
pieces of cannon.

HE third inftant the king brought M. 
Daun to a batttle by a ftratagem. 

His majefty firft caufed the enemy to be 
harraffed by a few independant battalions 
and fome fquadrons of huffars, whilft Gen. 
Hulfen, with a body of 10,000 men, turned a 
wood that lay ori the leit of the Aufrians, 
and took poft in that fpot, without being 
difcovered by the enemy. This general

rugg, and a battalion of Bareith’s, At the 
fame time, Spuen’s cuiraffiers fell upon o- 
ther regiments of foot and put them into 
diforder, Upon which the enemy advan- 
ced between fixty and eighty battallions 
towards Torgau, placing their left at Zinne, 
and their right at the Ee, The prince of 
Holfein went to meet them with our caval- 
ry, and at firft made’ them give way; but, 
at the fecond fhock, he was himlelf forced 
toretire, Neverthelefs, he returned to the 
charge, and our third line of foot attacked 
the vineyards of Suptitz, whilft Gen. Zie- 
then with our right wing took the enemy in 
rear, This difpofition had the defired fuc- 
tes; it threw the Aufrians iito great dif- 
order, 

Thefe different attacks lafted till a quar- 
ter after nine at night: As the night was 
uncommonly datk; it was not poffible to 
purfue the eiemy. M, Daun is wounded 
in the thigh, and it fhould feem that our 
victory was facilitated by his wound., The 
enemy employed the reft of the night in 
troffing the E.de, with all {peed, on three 
bridges of boats which they tarew over it 
at Torgau. Next mortiing, at day-break, 
we entered that town, dnd feized twenty 
boats belongitg to tlieir bridges. 

The enemy loft in this engagement four 
generals, 200 officers, and 7000 men, whom 
we mave prifoners: We took 29 pair of 
colours; 1 ftandard, 37 cannon, and 3 o- 
bufiers, In the firft attacks, in which we 
were repulfed, the enemy took two of our 
generals, fome officers, and about 100 fol- 
diers, We compute out -lofs at 2500 men 
killed, and 4900 wounded. The action 
was very tharp, and we ground was dif- 
puted on’both fides with the greateft ob- 
ftinacy, 

We are preparing to march forwards 
and to make all thc advantage of our vic- 
tory that the feafon will allow. 

Our two generals whom the enemy have 
made prifoners, are count Finckenficin and 
M. Bulow. A liftof our killed and wound: 
ed will foon be publithed. The king's 
breaft was grazed by a bail, and the Mar.. 
grave Charles receiveda violent contufion on 
the thigh.

vance likewife with his corps towards the 
enemy's right wing, and endeavour to get 
poffeffion of the rifing grounds.

Huifen and the prince of Wirtemberg heard 
the report of this artillery, they fell with 
great impetuofity, one upon the left, and 
the other on the right of the Aufrian are 
thy, whilft the king, with the reft of his 
troops, attacked it in front. 

M. Daun, feeing himfelf thereby forced 
to come to a fet battle, made his greateft 
efforts againit our left wing, and {martly 
repulfed it; but Gen. Zicthen haftening thi- 
ther full gallop, with part of the cavalry 
of the right, where there was not near fu 
much danger, he found means'to cut off 
the communication of ‘the enemy's horfe 
with their intrenchments, and drove them 
into a narrow fpot, where they could not 
a& without great difficulty, The king no 
fooner perceived this, than he rode up to 
his left wing, and having rallied it, he not 
only fuftained Gen. Ziethen; but caufed the 
enemy tobe attacked fo vigoroufly on every 
fide, that our infantry having forced their 
imtrenchments, cleared the way for our ca- 
valry; who made a furptizing faughter. 
The Aufirians then began to run. We-pur- 
fued them ‘till it grew dark ; but by fa- 
vour of the night oa paffed — Eibe on 
three bridges ‘kept ready for that fe, 
andi their paffage they loft a irestcheny 
more men. Their lofs ink lled and drown- 
ed, may be eftimated at about fooo, viz. 
4000 flainin the field of battle, and the reft 
loft-in the river, We have made about 
10000 prifoners, among whom are the ge- 
nerals Wallis, Anger, Ried, St Ignon, and 
Batbiani, with 300 other officers.

The palace of.the Margrave Charles at 
Friedricbfelde, received the fame treatment 
from the Ruffans; and moft of the provin- 
cial towns met.with no more favour. 
Francfort, in particular, was moft. grie- 
voufly harraffled.many ways, though the ¢- 
nemy’s generals had given the magiftrates 
affurances in writing, that they had no 
farther exactions to fear. . Lieut, Col. 
Rechew/fky. lighted-a large fire in the ange 
fquare, with which he threatened to fet 
the city in flames. A burgomaiter. was 
whipped in a cruel manner, jand all the 
magiftrates threatened with the fame treat- 
ment. By thefe violent meafures, they ex- 
torted great quantities of cloth, linnen, 
and forage, and a contribution of 50,000 
crowns, befides what was given under the 
title of Extraordinaries, which, however, 
did not prevent many aéts of cruelty and 
tobbery from. being committed. in that 
town, where the damage amounts to .a- 
bove 200,000 crowns.

Guflavus, who was determined to 
feek his fortune elfewhere, went from 
the houfe of Lakinta to that of one Pe- 
terfon, who had ferved under him in 
the army. Peterfin eagerly entered into 
his views) bot it was Only with a defign 
to betray him. He fet out, as he pre- 
téndeid; to engage fome of his friends 
in the caufe ; but, in reality, to fecure 
the reward, and deliver him up. — Pe- 
terfon's “wife, ‘however, having fome 
fulpicion of his defign, acquainted 
Gufiavus with his danger, and fent him 
to the houfe of a neighbouring prieft, 
in whom fhe could confide. 

The next day Peterfon returned, with 
3 confiderable body of troops under his 
direétion, who were oblig. d to return 
without their prey.

In the mean time, Chrifiiern en- 
deavoured to ftop the progrets of Gu/- 
tavus, by threatening to put to death 
his mother and fifter, whom he held

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{n prifon, by torture; but this menace 
had no effect. 

The viceroy was foon obliged to re- 
tire to Stockholm, having lett the beft 
part of his troops in Wefteraas. 

Guflavus was very detirous to march 
forward, but he was unwilling to leave 
W efleraas behind him, with fo large a 
body of troops in it: His people, how- 
ever, were wholly unfit to undertake a 
fiege, and theretore he had recourfe to 
aftratagem: He concealed the greateft 
part of his army behind a mountain, 
very near the city, and intrenched a 
fall party before it.” The troops in 
Wefleraas imagining that the men they 
faw were all they had to fight, rufhed 
out of the place, and thus fell into the 
Snare that had been laid for them: 
they were attacked both in front and 
rear at the fame time ; and as no quar- 
ter was either afked or given by thefe 
enraged and defperate barbarians, moft 
of the Danes were killed upon the fpot, 
and the Dalecarlians entered with the 
few fugitives into the town. The in- 
habitants received them with open 
arms, and would fooner have declared 
for them, if they had not been over- 
awed by the Danijfh troops, which ttill 
kept poffeffion of the caftle. But the 
lovers of liberty, the avengers of op- 
preffion and cruelty, that had marched 
with Guftavas from Dalecarlia to deli- 
ver their country, immediately began 
to plunder the inhabitants that had re- 
ceived them as friends, with the mott 
brutal violence, and drank all the 
ftrong liquor they could find. Gufia- 
wus, with fome part of his followers, 
was fill without the town; but as foon 
as they heard how well their comrades 
were ferving themfelves, at the expence 
of the inhabitants, they rufhed in after 
them, to get their fhare of the plunder 
and the liquor, in fpight of all that 
Guflavus could do; and in a fhort time 
there was fcarce ont of thefe Daletar- 
lian heroes that was able to ftand. 

The captain of the garrifon in the 
caflle, perceiving the diforderly con- 
dition of the enemy, failied out upon 
them, and would probably have ‘cut 
them allto pieces, if Guflavus had not 
reprefled them with a {mall band, ¢on- 
fitting chiefly of his officers and a ‘few 
Swedes, that had ftay’d with him°as a 
guard to his perfon. When the Danes 
were driven back into the caftle, Guf- 
tavus invited them to a capitutation, 
wh ch they refuled ; and he being im- 
patient ro continue his progrets, left 
them blocked up chiefly by the inha- 
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bitants of the town, and again took 
the field.

fiable to be thrown into prifon, and to 
be confined there during the good 
pleafure of his creditor. 

Ais Men, that thouid have a due re- 
gard to natural juftice and the righté 
of humanity, we cannot but refleét with 
fhame and indignation at a legal cuf- 
tom. of blending the honeft and the 
fraudulent, the.innocenit and the guil- 
ty; in one Common punifhment+ Or

he is fober, He finds,when his head is clear, 
it is with the greater eafe he can carry on 
his bufinefs. He is punétual to his word, 
firiétly juft in his dealings, detefts taking 
an advantage of any man’s weaknefs ; it is 
through policy, his credit thereby ftands 
unimpeached, and he is much in efteem 
with mankind, He is liberal and benefi- 
cent to the diftreffed ; why ? as itis a relief 
to bimfelf, and eafes the fellow-feeling, and 
yerning of his own bowels, 

He is chaffe; if there be no ftimulus, 
where is the merit ? He is loyal to his king,
